and  murderers,  of  which  the  Angels 
knew  nothing  when  they  placed  ic 
there,  they  again  lifted  it  up  and  let  it 
down  on  the  top  of  a  hill  belonging 
to  two  brothers,  who  becoming  equal- 
ly enamoured  of  their  new  v-ihtors, 
grew  jealous,  and  f  Might,  and  were 
both  killed.  The  Angels,  on-  being 
made  acquainted  with  this,  once  more 
lifted  it  into  the  air,  and  moved  It  to 
the  eminence  where  it  has  now  remai- 
ned for  four  hundred  years,  haying 
lod  all  relilh  for  travelling.
